FROM  BAPTISTS  IN  JAPAN 

Three  Southern  Baptist  evangelists  are 
“down  South’’  in  Japan.  They  are  Dr. 
E.  D.  Head,  president  of  Southwestern 
Seminary,  Fort  Worth;  Dr.  Clyde  V. 
Hickerson,  Richmond;  and  Dr.  E.  Nor¬ 
fleet  Gardner,  Henderson,  N.  C.  They  are 
among  the  seven  members  of  the  1951 
Japan  Preaching  Mission.  “Down  South’’ 
in  Japan  is  the  South  Kyushu  area. 

Fukuoka,  a  city  of  nearly  325,000,  is 
the  center  of  a  large  evangelistic  work 
for  Baptists.  There  are  two  Baptist 
churches  which  maintain  18  mission 
Points.  Also  there  is  Seinan  Gakuin,  the 
Bsptist  educational  center  which  serves 
the  entire  Japan  Baptist  Convention.  Sev¬ 
enteen  missionaries  work  in  the  college, 
the  seminary,  the  training  school,  and 
the  churches  in  and  around  the  city. 

Dr.  Head  spent  the  last  week  in  Sep¬ 
tember  on  the  campus  at  Seinan  Gakuin. 
Reporting  on  his  week’s  activities,  Dr. 
Head  said  “Hie  most  thrilling  thing  was 
the  enthusiastic  response  to  the  story  of 
Jesus  ’* 

During  the  week,  34  college  students 
•ccepted  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  more 
than  200  made  significant  decisions  af¬ 
fecting  their  relationship  to  the  Lord.

Dalton  Burch  Named  B.  S.  U.  President 


With  more  than  1,000  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  students  in  attendance  the  State 
BSU  Convention  meeting  at  Starkville 
elected  Dalton  Burch  of  Mississippi  Sou¬ 
thern  college  as  president.  The  conven¬ 
tion  also  adopted  resolutions  protesting 
the  appointment  of  an  ambassador  to 
the  Vatican.  Another  resolution  deplor¬ 
ed  the  prevalence  of  cheating  and  dis¬ 
honesty  among  students. 

Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Jackson,  spoke  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  on  the  convention  theme,  “Christ 
for  the  Crisis,”  and  pointed  out  that 
Jesus  Christ  was  Lord  of  every  cris¬ 
is  and  adequate  for  every  crisis.  He  told 


the  students  they  were  living  in  the  most 
critical  times,  but  that  they  were  times 
of  great  opportunity  as  well. 

Lt.  Gov.  Carroll  Gartin,  who  also  took 
part  on  the  program,  commended  the 
students  on  the  passage  of  the  resolu¬ 
tions,  adding  that  the  distinctive  belief 
of  Baptists  play  an  important  part  in 
shaping  the  policies  of  the  Nation.

NASHVILLE,  Tern.  —(BP)— Southern 
Baptists  are  continuing  profound  and 
definite  reactions  to  President  Truman’a 
appointment  recently  of  General  Mark 
Clark  as  the  United  States  ambassador 
to  the  Vatican  state  in  Rome. 

Following  are  quotes  on  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  action  from  representative  lead¬ 
er*  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention: 

Dr.  Louie  D.  Newton,  Druid  Hills  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  president 
of  the  Georgia  Baptist  Convention:  , 
“While  I  must  admit  that  I  am  not  ap¬ 
prised  at  the  President’*  sneak  play  in 
naming  General  Clark  as  Ambassador 
to  the  Vatican  in  the  closing  hours  of 
Congress,  when  it  was  obviously  impos¬ 
sible  for  Senate  consideration,  I  must 
also  admit  a  sense  of  deep  concern,  re¬ 
alizing  that  while  we  won  the  first  battle 
in  the  effort  of  Roosevelt  and  Truman 
to  comply  with  Vatican  pressure,  we 
have  not  won  the  war.  There  is  encour¬ 
agement  in  the  fact  that  the  President’s 
tactics  have  quickly  aroused  widespread 
resentment  on  the  part  of  people  every¬ 
where  throughout  the  nation.  If  we  lose 
this  battle,  we  will  have  our  backs 
against  the  wall.” 

Dr.  S.  G.  Posey,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  General  Con¬ 
vention  of  California,  believes  the  action 
to  be  “tragic  and  inimical  to  the  welfare 
of  our  nation.  It  is  deplorable  that  one 
schooled  in  the  text  and  history  of  the 
Constitution  and  charged  by  aacred  oath 
as  the  chief  executive  of  our  nation  to 
uphold  the  Constitution  could  be  so  de¬ 
termined  to  violate  the  letter  and  the 
spirit  of  the  Constitution  whatever  his 
reasons  might  be  for  doing  so.” 

Among  other  effects  of  the  action  cit¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  M  Theron  Rankin,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  are:  “(1)  It  will 
open  wide  the  door  to  the  complete

convention  year  which  closed  on  Oc¬ 
tober  31  was  a  record  year  for  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptists. 

Total  receipts  at  Baptist  Headquarters 
in  Jackson  totalled  $1,545,515.98  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $1,367,157.79  received  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  This  is  a  gain  of  $178,358.19. 

Total  Cooperative  Program  receipts 
were  $868,324  40  which  was  a  gain  of 
$65,456  43  over  the  $802,857.97  received 
the  year  before. 

Designated  gifts  were  also  up  $112, • 
891  76.  The  past  years  designated  gifts 
totalling  $677.191  58  as  compared  with 
the  $564,299.82  received  the  previous 
year.

Information  About 
State  Messengers 

Several  people  have  requested 
information  about  the  number  of 
messengers  each  church  is  entitled 
to  send  to  the  Baptist  State  Con¬ 
vention.  We  quote  below  Article 
IV,  Sections  1  and  2: 

Article  IV. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall 
be  composed  of  messengers  from 
the  regular  white  Baptist  churches 
i"  Mississippi  in  harmony  and  co¬ 
operation  with  the  purposes  of  the 
Convention. 

Section  2.  Each  church  shall  he 
entitled  to  one  messenger  for  the 
first  one  hundred,  or  fraction 
thereof,  of  Its  membership,  and 
•ae  messenger  for  each  additional 
hundred  members  or  major  frac¬ 
tion  thereof,  but  no  church  shall 
he  entitled  to  more  than  tea  ateo- 
•engen. 

This  means  that  evary  church 
described  in  Section  one,  however 
krge  or  small,  is  entitled  to  at 
k*»t  one  messenger.  Churches  are 
entitled  to  one  messenger  if  they 
have  100  members  or  lean,  howev- 
«■  few  that  may  be.  Churches  of 
•off  than  160  are  entitled  to  one 
messenger  for  every  100  or  frac- 
foa  thereof.  For  example,  a 
church  with  155  members  is  en¬ 
titled  to  two  messengers;  so  is  the 
church  with  IBS.  Churches  with 
^7  are  entitled  to  three  messen- 
A  church  with  597  is  entitled 
to  six. 

*  Note  that  no  church,  however 
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large,  is  entitk'd  to  more  than  ten 
messengers. 

Tell  Who  You  Are 

When  a  person  of  tlie  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  Convention  wishes  to 
speak  on  the  floor,  he  should  tell 
Ills  name  and  where  he  is  from. 
Often  in  the  convention  sessions, 
someone  addresses  the  body,  and 
people  in  every  section  begin  whis¬ 
pering,  “Who  is  he?”  “What  is  his 
name?” 

If  a  man  asking  to  speak  fails  to 
give  liis  name,  the  presiding  of¬ 
ficer  should  ask  his  name,  and 
where  he  is  from.

Mississippi  Baptists 
are  democratic.  They  love  each 
other.  They  want  to  know  who  is 
speaking.  They  will  listen  more 
closely  to  the  person  whose  name 
they  know. 

We  believe  this  would  add  to  the 
effectiveness  of  debate  in  the  con¬ 
vention.

The  program  tells  how  two  states 
divide  their  stale  mission  money.

The  brother  was  disturbed  over 
the  item  which  stated  that  ia  one 
slate  two  and  three-tenths  cents 
out  of  each  State  Mission  dollar 
went  for  the  support  of  the  state 
paper.

Some  states  have  used  as  much  as 
$15,000  per  year.  Several  range  in 
the  $5  to  $10,000  class.

sions,  pots  money  hack  Into  State 
Missions  as  well  as  other  objects. 
Each  year,  since  changing  from 
high  priced  book  paper  to  news¬ 
print,  the  Baptist  Record  has  mad« 
a  small  profit.  The  same  thing  is 
true  this  year  as  the  report  to  the 
State  Convention  will  show.

Increased  Enrolment 
In  Training  Union 
Reported  In  Miss. 

JACKSON,  Miss.  — <BP>—  Mississippi 
Baptist  ^hurches  increased  their  Train¬ 
ing  Union  membership  by  more  than 
15,000  during  1850.  according  to  figures 
released  by  the  Department  of  Survey, 
Statistics  and  Information  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board  in  Nashville.  Total  enrol¬ 
ment  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  91,582 
as  compared  with  the  1849  figure  of 
76,014.  There  were  1,864  Training  Unions 
reported  in  Mississippi  in  1960. 

The  Training  Union  is  a  Sunday  night 
training  organization  for  both  youth  and 
adults  which  meets  an  hour  before  the 
evening  worship  service. 

Churches  throughout  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  territory  reported  1,440,- 
895  Training  Union  members  in  1950, 
over  100,000  more  than  the  1*49 'enrol¬ 
ment. 

Most  rapid  growth  in  Training  Unions 
is  shown  in  the  country  churches.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  they  reported  total 
enrolment  of  498,982,  a  24.2  per  cent  gain 
over  1949. 

City  church  organizations  increased 
members  by  14.4  per  cent  over  1949 
figures,  making  the  1969  total  638,822. 
Growing  almost  as  rapidly  as  city  church 
onions  were  those  in  towns  of  500  to  2500 
population  which  grew  14  per  cent  in 
1950  to  bring  total  enrolment  to  229,384. 

Village  church  Training  Unions  grew 
12  per  cent  during  the  year  and  reported 
total  enrolment  at  the  close  of  the  year 
of  169,627.

ALASKA,  A  RICH  PRIZE  HEAR  THE  BAPTIST  HOUR 

FOR  CHRIST

Alaska  is  a  great  country,  and  it  will 
grow  in  importance  as  the  people  in  the 
'‘States  become  aware  of  its  richness  and 
develop  its  resources. 

It  has  untold  wealth  in  gold,  coal,  oil, 
and  limber.  Its  forests  of  spruce  and 
hemlock  are  vast  in  extent.  Its  farm 
lands— millions  of  acres — are  fertile.  Its 
climate  ranges  from  medium-temperate 
in  the  southern  and  coastal  sections  to 
frigid  in  the  artic  circle.  It  is  a  rich  land 
to  be  possessed  by  an  enterprising  race 
of  sturdy  men. 

And  it  is  being  possessed.  Thousands  of 
people  are  going  into  this  land  of  prom¬ 
ise.  They  are  homesteading  its  rich 
acres  and  planting  themselves  firmly  in 
its  soil.  There  is  room  for  a  vast  popu¬ 
lation  and  ere  long  that  population  will 
people  this  territory  and  develop  it  in¬ 
to  a  great,  rich  state. 

We  Baptists  need  to  recognize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  Alaska  and  capture  its  rich 
resources  for  Christ.

All  around  Anchorage  and  south  to 
Juneau  much  of  the  land  has  already 
been  homesteaded  and  will  be  develop¬ 
ed.  Out  from  Anchorage  U>  Palmer  is 
the  richest  valley  in  the  world.  I  dare 
not  tell  you  what  I  saw  in  the  fields  on 
the  way  to  Palmer— you  might  think  I 
was  looking  through  magnifying  glasses.

One  of  the  great¬ 
est  cold  storage  plants  for  fish  in  Alaska 
is  at  Juneau.  I  saw  salmon  stacked  like 
cordwood,  piled  to  the  ceiling.  The  guide 
told  us  that  there  were  seven  million 
pounds  of  fish  in  this  cold  storage  plant 
at  the  time  of  our  visit. 

Ketchikan  is  the  salmon-canning  cap¬ 
ital  of  the  world.

All  of  these  things,  taken  together, 
make  Alaska  a  rich  as  well  as  a  needy 
field  for  the  gospel.  Money  spent  now  in 
establishing  missions  will,  in  the  near  fu¬ 
ture,  become  rich  asset s  in  the  king¬ 
dom. 

The  work  we  have  is  prospering.  The 
missions  are  growing  rapidly.  Ketchikan, 
started  from  scratch  three  years  ago, 
now  has  one  hundred  and  twenty-six 
members.  They  are  completing  their 
church  building.  It  is  the  best  church 
house  in  the  city— one  of  the  two  brick 
buildings. 

At  Anchorage  the  First  Church  is  S 
going  institution  of  over  six  hundred 
members.  This  church  last  year  gave, 
for  all  purposes,  over  fifty-two  thousaad 
dollars,  and  the  pastor  estimates  that  it 
will  give  in  1952  over  sixty  thousand.  It 
has  eststtlisbed  four  missions  which  arc 
developiag  rapidly  into  functiooing 
churches.  One  of  these  is  a  mission  for 
the  Negroes  which  was  organized  into 
a  church  two  months  before  we  were 
there  in  September.  It  had  grown  to  one 
hundred  and  eighty  members. 

What  we  need  in  this  important  field 
can  be  summed  up  in  three  words — 
“men  and  money.”  Give  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  the  money  and  we  will  get 
the  men.  Do  this  and  we  will  develop 
this  rich  territory  for  Christ.

III.  THE  BARED  ARM  PUSHES

(Reresd  Ez.  14:9-19).  Here  is  Israel  en¬ 
camped  by  the  scan  and  comes  af¬ 
ter  them  Phsroah,  his  chariots  and 
his  horsemen.  Thee  Israel  cries  against 
Moses,  and  Moses  assures  them  in  words 
of  perfect  confidence  that  Jehovah  will 
work  their  deliverance.  "Stand  still,  and 
see  the  salv&tior.  of  Jehovah,  that  He 
will  work  for  you  today  .  .  .  Jehovah 
will  fight  for  you.  and  ye  shall  remain 
quiet” 

Just  after  this  speech  there  is,  I  think, 
something  left  out  of  the  account.  It  is 
not  said  that  Moses  cried  to  God.  but  it 
must  have  been  so.  Moses  appeared 
all-confident  to  the  people  but  be  cried 
unto  Jehovah,  for  Jehovah  said  to  Moses, 
"Why  criest  thou  unto  me?  Speak  to 
the  sons  of  Israel  that  they  go  forward”. 

Here  was  the  command  of  Jehovah, 
then  as  now.  »■>  Is  never  very  deeply 
Interested  in  retreats.  God  has  a  work 
to  do  a  will  to  fulfill,  a  purpose  to  be 
accomplished,  and  people  who  run  away 
from  His  work  will  never  do  it.

Of  course  it  means 
into  ail  the  world  of  pleasant  places 
where  welcomes  are  warm  and  friendly 
hands  outstretched  to  greet  us!  Run  and 
tell  that  one  to  Paul,  the  Paul  who  bore 
in  his  aged  body  the  brand-marks  of 
Jesus! 

But  they  who  shrink  not  from  obedi¬ 
ence  to  the  command,  "Go  forward”, 
win  be  buoyed  up  and  borne  along  by 
the  arm  of  the  Almighty,  shall  pass  safe¬ 
ly  through  the  deep  waters  unto  the 
farther  side,  the  side  of  freedom  and 
safety,  and  abal’  gain  assurance  from

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Emmanuel  Membership 
Increases  To  349

God  is  still  on  the  throne;  He  still 
bears  and  answers  prayer. 

The  miracles  that  have  happened  in 
the  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church,  Grenada, 
Mississippi,  since  it  was  founded  May 
13,  1951,  with  21  members,  are  amazing. 
We  have  the  miracle  of  God's  leadership 
to  the  buildings,  His  leadership  in  the 
matter  of  getting  Brother  Harold  Horne 
from  Spartenburg,  S.  C.,  i.ere  with  his 
tent  as  we  organized  the  church.  God 
has  shown  His  hand  in  the  matter  of 
finance,  as  we  average  over  $2.00  per 
member  Sunday  after  Sunday. 

Definitely  God  led  us  to  our  pastor, 
Harry  Kellogg  He's  blessed  day  after 
day  as  we've  seen  over  125  adults  bap¬ 
tized  in  this  brief  period.  He's  blessed 
as  our  membership  is  now  over  350;  just 
last  nignt  we  had  over  300  in  our  weekly 
prayer  meeting  service.  With  one  addi¬ 
tion  by  baptism,  three  by  letter  and 
many  rent  locations;  last  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  with  a  membership  of  328  we  had 
328  in  our  Sunday  School.  Our  ottering 
last  Suiiuay  was  over  $825.00  in  spite  of 
the  fact  we  had  just  taken  $3,000.00  dur¬ 
ing  the  revival  campaign  completed  just 
the  week  beiore.  (Since  this  was  written 
the  membership  has  grown  to  349.) 

Recently  the  people  of  Emmanuel 
were  to  vote  to  buy  2  1/4  acres  of  land 
on  which  to  build  the  new  church  for 
$7,000  00,  however,  we've  all  been  pray¬ 
ing  that  God  would  give  us  a  lot  "free 
tor  nothing,"  or  at  least  lay  it  upon 
someone's  heart  to  donate  at  least  part 
of  the  cost  so  that  we  might  know  His 
will  in  the  matter  of  location,  etc. 

As  we  were  getting  ready  to  go  to  the 
church  that  night,  a  man  who  had  just 
joined  Emmanuel  Sunday  night.  Matt 
Cooley,  called  and  offered  to  give  an 
acre  of  land  to  the  church.  The  land  is 
just  about  a  block  from  the  $7,000.00 
plot.  We  told  him  the  people  had  defi¬ 
nitely  decided  not  to  accept  less  than 
two  acres  of  land  due  to  parking  and 
other  reasons.  Mr.  Cooley  said,  *"11181’* 
all  right,  I’d  just  as  soon  give  two  acres 
as  one." 

We  have  just  concluded  a  revival  with 
Evangelist  C.  B.  Cunningham  from  Wal¬ 
nut  Creek.  California,  as  the  evangelist. 
Gene  Payne  and  Bill  Holliman  from 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.  were  in  charge  of 
the  music.  During  the  twelve  days  of 
this  campaign  there  were  some  299  de¬ 
cisions;  most  of  these  professing  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour,  others  were 
back  sliders  who  Came  back  to  the  Lord. 

In  addition  to  the  meetings  held  in 
the  church  each  night  there  were  street 
meetings,  meetings  with  the  civic  or¬ 
ganizations  of  the  city,  and  also  raillies 
held  in  both  colored  and  white  high 
schools  and  grammar  schools.  There 
were  71  additions  to  the  Emmanuel 
Church  during  the  revival.
